Sub:—Scheme for exports under O.G.L. 3 of certain woven gar¬ 
ments, knitwear travelling rugs and blankets and towels 
and similar articles made from cotton, wool and manmade 
fibres or blends thereof to Sweden during the period from 
1st March, 1978 to 28lh Fob., 1979. 

File No. 2/6/78-E.l.—Attention Is invited to Exports (Control) 
Amendment Order No. E(C)0, 1977/A.M.(59), dated the 29th 
May, 1978 on the above subject, 

2. The export of woven garments and knitwear travelling 
rugs and blankets and towels and similar articles made from 
cotton, wool, manmade fibres or blends thereof to Sweden is 
allowed subject to quantitative restraint and under statistical 
monitoring as per Annexure I under OGL.3, from 1st March, 
1978 to 28th February, 1979. The exports will be allowed 
against quota allotment by Cotton Textiles Export Promotion 
Council or its authorised up country representatives by way 
of making quota endorsement on shipping bills. 

3. For the purpose of quota allotment, the shipment period 
will be divided into two periods, namely, (i) ending upto 31st 
August, 1978, and (ii) from 1st September, 1978 to 28th 
Fobruary, 1979. 

4. Quota shall be allotted to those shippers who are regis¬ 
tered with the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council, 
Bombay, Handloom Export Promotion Council, Madras, Wool 
and Woollen Export Promotion Council, Bombay Appeals 
Export Promotion Council, New Delhi, and Silk and Rayon 
Export Promotion Council, Bombay. However, quota for 
readymade garments shall also be allotted to those who are 
admitted as members of the Readymade Garments Panel of the 
Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council. 

5. Exports will be allowed from all ports in India. 

6. Quota will be allotted subject to any other terms and 
conditions as decided by EEC/Austria/Norway/Swcdcn/Finland 
Textiles Licensing Advisory Committee from time to time. The 
EEC/Austria/Norway/Sweden/Finland Textiles Licensing Advi¬ 
sory Committee consists of representatives of the Cotton Tex¬ 
tiles Export Promotion Council, the Indian Cotton Mills’ 
Federation, the readymade garments and the hosiery interests, 
the Jt. Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, Bombay and 
the Textiles Commissioner, Bombay, 

7. Quota shall not be transferable without the express con¬ 
sent in writing the EEC/Austria/Sweden/Norway/Finalnd 
Textiles Licensing Advisoiy Committee. 

8. The imports into Sweden will be permitted against the 
import licence issued to the importer on the basis of export 
ccitificate issued at the time of endorsement by the Cotton 
Textiles Export Promotion Council or its authorised up country 
representatives on fulfilment of the terms and conditions stipu¬ 
lated by the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council, from 
time to time. 


9. Whenever the consignment is ready for shipment, the 
exporter shall submit the necessary shipping documents (inclu¬ 
ding shipping bills in duplicate), and proforma application in 
duplicate covering the details of goods under shipment to the 
Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council, Bombay or its up 
country port representatives alongwith quota certificate, for 
obtaining quota endorsement and for issuing the necessary 
export certificate. Thereafter, the documents shall be submit¬ 
ted to the Customs for completion of the shipping bills and other 
formalities. In the case of readymade garments the shipping 
documents including shipping bills will also be submitted to the 
Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council, Bombay or its up 
country port representatives for quota endorsement before the 
shipping bills are notod by the Customs at tho port of shipment. 
In all these cases the shippers will be required to inform Textile 
Export Promotion Council, Bombay or its up country port 
representatives from whom the quota endorsement is obtained, 
the number and the date of shipping bills after the same are 
collected from the Customs. 

10. The export certificate is meant for the buyer and hence 
tho same after obtaining from this council has to be forwarded 
by the shipper to his buyer alongwith other relative documents. 

11. The EEC/Austria/Norway/Sweden/Finland Textiles 
Licensing Advisory Committee shall (a) supervise the entire 
schcmo (b) keep a watch over the perfomanee from time to time 
(c) interpret and give decisions on various matters arising out of 
the schemo and (d)mako such changes in the scheme as the Com¬ 
mittee deems fit from time to time. Tho Licensing Committee 
shall be empowered to frame rules and regulations from time to 
time, inter alia providing for the conditions to"be complied with 
by the applicant before he would be ootiiled to quotas.

File No.2/6/78 EL—Attention is invited to Exports (Control) 
Amendment Order No. E(C)0 1977/AM (59) dated 29th May, 
1978, on the above subject. 


2. The export of woven garments and knitwear from cotton, 
wool and manmade fibres to Norway and Finland is allowed 
subject to quantitative restraint and under statistical monitoiing 
as per Annexure A and B, under O.G.L. 3. The export will 
bo allowed against quota allotment by the Cotton Textiles Export 
Promotion Council or its authorised up country representatives 
by way of making quota endorsement on shipping bills, 

3. Quota shall be a'lottcd to those shippers who arc legistcred 
with Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council, Bombay, 
Handloom Export Promotion Council, Wool and Woollen 
Export Promotion Council and Silk and Rayon Export Promo¬ 
tion Council. However, quota for readymade garments shall 
also be allotted to those who aie admitted as members of the 
Readymade Garments Panel of the Cotton Textiles Export 
Promotion Council. 

4. Exports will bo allowed from all ports in Tndia. 

5. Quotas will bo allotted subject to any other terms and 
conditions as doc'ded by the E.E.C./Austria/Norway/Sweden/ 
Finland Textiles Licensing Advisory Committee from time to 
time. The E.E.C./Austria/Norway/Swedcn/Finland Textiles 
Licensing Advisory Committee consists of representatives ci 
the Cotton Textiles Export Prc motion Council, the Indian 
Cotton Mills’ Federation, the readymade garments and hosiery 
interests, the Jt. Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, 
Bombay and the Textiles Commissioner, Bombay. 

6. Quotas shall not be transferable without the express 
consent in writing of tho EEC/Austria/Sweden/Norway/Finland 
Textiles Licensing Advisory Committee. 

7. The imports into Norway and Finland will bo permitted 
against tho import licence issued to the importer on the basis 
of export certificate issued at the time of endorsement by the 
Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council or its authorised 
upcountry representatives on fulfilment of the terms and condi¬ 
tions stipulated by tho Cotton Textiles Export Promotion 
Council fit m time to time. 

8. Whenever the consignment is ready for shipment, the 
exporter shall submit the necessary shipping documents including 
shipping bills in duplicate) and proforma application in dupb'eate 
covering the details of goods under shipment to the Cotton 
Textiles Export Promotion Council, Bombay or to its upcountry 
poit representatives olongwith quota certificate, for obtaining 
quota endorsement and fot issuing the necessary export certi¬ 
ficate. Thereafter the documents shall be submitted to the 
Customs for completion of the shipping bills and other forma¬ 
lities. In the case of readymade garments the shipping docu¬ 
ments including shipping bills will also be submitted to the Cotton 
Textiles Export Promotion Council, Bombay or its upcountry 
port representatives for quota endorsement before the shipping 
bills ate noted by the Customs at the port of shipment. In all 
these cases the shippers will bo required to inform Textiles Export 
Promotion Council, Bombay or its up country poit representa¬ 
tives from whom the quota endorsement is obtained, tho number 
and the dale of shipping bills after the same are collected from 
the Customs. 

9. The export certificate is meant for the buyer and hence 
the same after obtaining from this Council has to be forwarded 
by the shipper to his buyer alongwith other relative documents. 

10. The EEC/Austria/Norway/Sweden/Finland Textiles 
Licensing Advisory Committee shall (a) supervise the entire 
scheme, (b) keep a watch over tho performance from time to 
time, (c) interpret and give decisions on various matters arising 
out of the scheme and (d) make such changes in tho scheme as 
the Committee deems fit from time to time. The Licensing 
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Committee shall be empowered to frame rules and regulations 
from time to time, inter alia providing for the conditions to be 
:omplicd with by the applicant before he would be entitled to 
quotas.
